New Orleans, Oct. 2,— The fever situa- 


tion not improved this morning. No new 
cases have been reported but there were 
reports of four deaths. One was at the 
yellow fever hospital. Another on the 
corner of Phillip and Chippewa streets. 
A great crowd gathered in the vicinity 
and extra guards had to be sent to clear 
the streets. 


There are five cases in that neighbor- 


hood in one square. The failure to re- 
port cases of sickness is becoming exas- 
peratingly common, and the result is that 
patients are not receiving prompt medi- 
cal attention and are dying where they 
might be pulled through if doctors were 
immediately called in. 


The cases at the yellow fever hospital 


are increasing. A number were released 
yesterday and today from the detention 
camp. The Rigolets detention camp has 
been closed. Orders have been issued to 


send all suspects from infected points to 
Fontainebleau, where there are ample ac- 
commodations. Although the number of 
cases here is increasing the board of 
health has resolutely refused to modify 
its quarantine regulations.

HOW THE SKIN TANS. 


Explanation of the Effects of Light 


and Heat. 


Pr»dncc;l by tlie Same Rnys Thai Are 


lin'ec-tlve In Photogrnphy—An 


Interesting and Instruc- 


tive Study. 


The question of tan and sunburn, 


which forces itself prominently, anel 
often painfully, upon people's neytiee 
every summer, is one iu which modern 
se'ieutilic investigations have developed 
ninny interesting- faeis. 
Contrary to 


| the former popular belief fbat sunburn 


was due to the beat of the sun, it has 
now been shown that it is the sun's light 


] chiefly which affects the skin. 
That 


severe sunburn may be produced with- 
out heat has been proved by the fact 
that persons ex-posed to strong sunlight 
on the tops of mountains at extremely 
low temperatures have been burned 
just ns if they had undergone the sun's 
heart as n ell. Alpine travelers and thoi^e 
who have talcen long journeys o\er the 
snow havfr had the experience of being- 
painfully burned by The reflected light 
from fhe white, glittering surface, and 
sunburn from reflections on the water 
is equally well known. That heat alone 
does not produce the effect is clear from 
many evidences. 
Persons exposed to 


the high lempevattires which prevail in 
the firerooms of ocean si earners, in de<_>p 
mines and other places, do umt become 
tanned and burned iu the same manner 
as those who \\"orK in the sun. 


According to the present theory, then* 


eunburn, or tan, is proeluced by the ac- 


I tinie,' rays e>f fhe snn's light^—^hat is, 
! those rays which possess the power of 


affecting chemically certain substances 
upon which they fall. In photography 


! it is well known that .1he blue or violet 


ra\s of iiiiht have far more efi'eot upon 
the sensitive plate than the red rays, 
and recent experiments have tended to 
show t h a t this is also true regarding 
ilie rays and the human skin. The ex- 
periments have been conducted \vnli 
clifl'erently colored glass screens, placed 
between the light and the skin, lied 
glass, according to the principles oC 
physics, allows the reil light rays to 
pass through it freely, \\liile rejecting 
the complementary blue rajs. In. the 
same ua ty. blue glass ael-miits the blue or 
violet rays and exc-hielcs the reel. Thus, 
as the reel rays hcive beim shown to have 
tbe lea^t edicmical power, any red .sub- 
stance which screened 'the skin, allow- 
ing- only the comparatively harmless 
rays of that color to peneM-aite, would be 
the most eHcetivc pro.teetion against 
sn nbtirn. 


A ratlur Limiting but well authenti- 


cated instance is a proof of this. 
A 


woman who wus traveling on foo.t with 
a party of tourists wore a waist which 
had a l t e r n a t e broael stripes of vvhite 
and red. 
After long exposure to the 


sunlight she found that she had been 
burned through the material of 
the 


waist, and, to her utter astonishment, 
that the burn was in well-marked 
stripes—intense under the wOnte bar? 
of cloth, and scarcely perceptible under 
tbe red ones. (Wlifte, which allows all 
rays to pass through it. is practically 
like no screen at all.) Thisexperier.ee 
would indicate that red veils, for in- 
stance, woeild beiihe best to protectthe 
face, and that the old-fashioned blue 
\eils worn a few years ago were of the 
most undesirable color possible. 


That part of the skin wliirli receives 


the plsptnical action of tbe light rays so 
as to produce sunburn, tail, or freckles 
is the pigment, or e'oloring matlter. This 
varies greatly in sensitiveness in elif- 
ferc'nti persons, not a l w n j s being gov- 
erneel bv the complexion, although, as 
a reile, blonds and ret!-(haired persons 
are more subject to 
sunburn than 


others. Ju.st why some people burn red, 
while others freckle or tan, does not 
sejrm to be der'uiltely known. D-oe'tors 
usually say that the difference is due 
merely to the ^ aryinsr qualities of &kins. 
CeiTerfll.v, alter months of exposure 
to the tun. any rkin becomes baretened 
to its eiTecTp, takes on a permanent 
bron-p or brcn/.e> color, and 
is 
not 


changed thereafter by any a m o u n t of 
a d d i t i o n a l exposure. Hut there are'ex- 


I eeptions to this rule. There is an old 
! fisheruian down on the Great South Ivy, 


who, 
though he has lived in the open air 


all his life, is ecntiuualh being burned 
afresh by the sun's rajs. Year afti'r 
year his face peels and becomes --ore 
several time.1; in a season. Tlie skin 
has never been able to occustom itself 
to the b u r n i n g sunlight.

skin." s:iid a pliysieiau, '"is an effort of 
ii-nii"? to interpose a defense eig'iinst 
the inflaming light rnj-s. The darken* 
tbe si'ri'aee tipe'ii which tlirj- f u l l the

Sunburn, hov, ever, does ne)t 


do any real harm to .the skin; in fact, 


I the light mid air are rather beneficial 
| than otherwise, although the lirst ef- 
| feet, if there is swelling- and extreme 


, heat, is rather paj»iful." 


When asked uhj- wind often seemed 


to proeluee burn as readilj- as sunlight, 
the doctor said: 


"The wind, by irritating-trie skin, pro- 


i (luces a certain amount of congestion, 
| and thus predisposes to th*,eilec't of the 


sunlight. When the skin is even slignt- 


i ]j' congested, it will burn quickly, even 
in a rather weak light. 
In the &n,me 


way heat also, by e'onges-hng the skin, 
is a predisposing e'ttuse to 
sunburn, 


though not the direct cause, which is 
to be found in the light." 


In connection with the subject of the 


rfTeet of light upon fhe skin it is irler- 
cst.inp; to recall the many cases in which 
the Roentgen rays have caused some- 
t h i n g almost precisely like sunburn. 
Person? who have exposed their hands 
or any part of their bodies for a con- 
siderable length uf time to the power- 
f u l electric rays ha\e ob'-erved the sen- 
Rations and compared them to an acute 
furn of burn f r o m sunlight. It seems 
to [ > L i n t to a close relationship betn e<?n 
the two and to support the, modern 
theory of sunburn here described.—N. 
Y. Tribune.

PETITION DENIED 


Lawyers in the O'ISSeil Case 


Get Something of 


a Set Back. 


STATE WON'T 
PAY EXPENSES, 


The Court Refuses to Appoint Messrs. 


Bear & Dowlin State Attorneys 


For O'Neil. Several Intima- 


tions Received No 


Attention, 


A few days ago Messrs. Beer and Dow- 


lin of this city, attorneys for John O'Neil 
who is confined in the Franklin county 
jail awaiting sentence for the murder of 
Mrs. Hattie E. McClond, petitioned the 
court to be appointed state attorneys for 
O'Neil, that they :nay receive reimburse- 
ment from the county. 
The petition 


sot forth that they have 
considerable 


more to do for the defendant, and they 


a.sk for pay for that, as well as for what 
has 
been done. 
The petition was 


returned to the clerk of courts at Green- 
field Friday with the answer of Chief 
Justice Mason of the supreme court writ- 
ten on the back. 
The petition is not 


granted, the answer of the chief justice 
being as follows: 


The court has no statute power to as- 


sign counsel until after arraignment upon 
indictment. See section four, chapter 
379. 


Acts of 1391, 
nor has it such power to al- 


low compensation from the county unless 
the prisoner is otherwise unable to pro- 
cure counsel, See chapter 394, Acts of 
1893. 


When the prisoner is already repre- 


sented by counsel of his own selectionj 
unless there is conspicuous unfitness in 
the counsel employed, there is no occasion 
for assignment by the court. 
No such 


occasion has arisen in the present case. 
The statute of 1S93 
caused a radical change 


in the practical conditions attending the 
defense of capital causes. Assignment by 
the court no longer imposes a professional 
duty to be performed without compensa- 
tion other than such as the prisoner or his 
friends can provide, but one for which 
compensation is certain. 
This change 


opened the door to serious abuses, and it 
was soon obvious that to secure a high 
standard of professional conduct and due 
regard to economy in public business a 
sound discretion must be exercised in the 
selection of counsel to be assigned. 


The statute must be administered with 


full recognition of a prisoner's right to 
employ counsel of his own selection, and 
as far as possible in a manner to encour- 
age and not discourage such employment. 
If the prisoner is able to procure counsel, 
the court has little or no responsibility for 
the selection. If there is occasion to as- 
sign counsel, the court must assume the 
responsibility and cannot make the pris- 
oner's choice a controlling factor in the 
selection. In the present case as early as 
the statute authorizes the assignment of 
counsel,the matter was informally brought 
to the attention of the court, and counsel 
were distinctly informed that if an assign- 
ment was made a different selection would 
be made. No action ot the court induced 
counsel to proceed upon an expectation 
that they would be assigned nor to as- 
sume obligations from which they would 
later wish to withdraw. 


At a later stage of the case, when to 


have withdrawn would have been unpro- 
fessional, counsel informed the court of 
their failure to receive compensation 
from sources upon which they had relied, 
and informally urged the hardship to 
them of continuing without an assign- 
ment. The court after full consideration 
again declined to assign the counsel em- 
ployed by the prisoner. 


The persistence of counsel in again pre- 


senting the matter does not change the 
view of the court upon the policy adopted 
or its application to the present case. 
The petition is not granted.

George B. Perry, President, was in 


the Chair. 
Dr. John Bascom, Dr. 


Woodbridge and Dr. Peck of 


Williams College Among 


the Speakers. 


The annual assembly of the men of the 


Congregational church was held in the 
chapel Friday evening and was very 
largely attended. The meeting was in be- 
half of the Men's Sunday evening club of 
the church. George B,. Perry, president 
of the club, presided. It was for the pur- 
pose of getting the men of the church to- 
gether to consider the year's work that is 
ahead, the work that has been accom- 
plished nnd to consider in some degree 
what use the club can be in the commu- 
nity. The meeting was a very profitable 
one. It was addressed by members of the 
Williams college faculty and by several 
of the officers of the club. The burden of 
the addresses was the value of such abody 
of earnest men the church is fortunate in 
having aiid the enrichment that comes to 
the individual through the making of ef- 
fort for others. 


Prayer was offered by Eev.W.L.Teuney 


pastor of the church, and a selection was 
sung by the Tunnel City quartet. The first 
selection 
by the 
quaret was "Annie 


Laurie" and was rendered in an excellent 
manner. Mr. Perry announced the com- 
mittees that had been chosed to take 
charge of the season's work. After this 
announcement Joseph Hunter contributed 
a solo. 


Mr. Perry made a short address. He 


said that he was very much in sympathy 
with the work of the club and much be- 
cause pnrt of the burden that had been 
borne by the pastor could be shifted on to 
the men. It was Mr, Tenney's desire in 
the 
beginning 
of his 
pastorate 
to 


secure the co-operation of the men of 
the parish. He was sure of the assistance 
of the women. Mr. Perry thought that 
the co-operation of the men and women 
in the parish in the past had been much 
like the . co-operation of the two horses 
that a man once had; one was perfectly' 
willing to do all the work and the other 
was as willing that it should. The ques- 
tion he thought was how the fund of 
force that is in the parish could be 
aroused to action. 
He believed the 


church had a blessed heritage in the pas- 
tors that were strong in intellect and 
great in character and he thought that 
the memory of these should be stimulat- 
ing. 


Frank H. Whitney supposed that ther 


was doubt in the minds of some as to th® 
wisdom of attempting to maintain an or- 
ganization like the club. He admitted 
that when the work of the women in ad- 
ding to the church property was com- 
pared to the results that the men had ob- 
tained the comparison seemed to favor 
the women. But for himselfhe wasuii'.sh 
benefited joy the association with men. 
He should be a better man after the visits. 
He believed that most of us are cheating 
ourselves by saying that we are working 
for a living and at the same time are 
stopping short of really living. 


D. J. Barber, treasurer, was asked to 


give an account of the financial standing; 
of the club. The first year's receipts were 
S110.55 and the balance after the ex- 
penses was £73.97. 
The second gear's 


receipts were ij304.99 and the balance left 
to begin the third year is §27.65. Mr. Bar- 
ber thought that not only the Congrega- 
tional but sister churches had been bene- 
fitted by the work of the men's club. 
He 


wanted the Congregational church to 
have the credit of first establishing the 
kindergarten in the city. 


Principal F. F. Murdock, chairman of 


the university extension committee of the 
club, was next called upon to say some- 
thing. Mr. Murdock was much in accord 
withwhathad been said concerningthe 
meri from Williams college 
and he 


thought that the thing now to do was to 
see how much more can be gotten out of 
them. What the committee is doing now 
is getting some people to say what they 
like and when the thing is obtained we 
will say to them: "You must be there." 


Dr. "Woodbridge of Williams college was 


glad that the lessons of the men who had 
occupied the pulpit has been so well 
learned. He suggested that the best or- 
ganization is not the mightiest thing in 
the world. The mightiest thing ib the 
individual heart and hand that goes out 
in love and help. That is what the mas- 
ter has given us. The power of this club 
then is in the loving heart and the help- 
full hand, the mightiest thing in the 
world. 


Dr. Peck of Williams college talked oi 


the value of having interest in more than 
one thing. The danger of a man confin- 
ing himself to a single work or idea was 
that it had a tendency to narrow him 
Not only those who are employed in the 
material things are liable to this, bu 
those who devote themselves to the intel- 
lectual side are in like danger. He wa3 


pleased with the reception that was given 
him when he gave his course of lecture 
and is gratified to see the club push ahead 


Dr. John Basconi, when called upon to 


say something, said that the best speecl 
that he had ever made was when he had 
gone home and had got to bed. A work 
man's club is not only a good thing, but a 
very good thing.
